In 2016, DLLC and the Governor's Office of 

Youth, Faith and Family (GOYFF) entered into 

an innovative and collaborative effort to create 

a Prevention Unit focused on reducing 

underage drinking in Arizona. The Prevention 

Unit seeks to connect with Arizona youth, liquor 

licensed establishments and parents alike to 

educate them about the dangers of underage 

drinking, as well as the legal consequences and 

the possible physiological effects. This effort not 

only seeks to bring awareness to the public 

about the dangers of underage drinking, but 

also to discuss helpful steps the public can take 

to reduce underage drinking.

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SOCIAL HOST STATUTE - ARS 4-241.Q

A person who is at least eighteen years of age and who 

is an occupant of an unlicensed premises is guilty of a 

class 1 misdemeanor if the person knowingly hosts on 

the unlicensed premises a gathering of two or more 

persons who are under the legal drinking age and if the 

person knows that one or more of the persons under the 

legal drinking age are in possession of or consuming 

spirituous liquor on the unlicensed premises.
